THE PROPOSED PEAK RAILWAY. 
To the Bditor of the “ Cra. Man.” - 
Hongkong, July 21. 
Sia,—Having taken an interest in the 
bility of constructing m Railway to the 

’eak, oo that locality became the 

favourite summer rasidence of the Colonists, 
* I was pleasad to reid tho articl on the 

subject by Mr Alf-rd in your iuno of the 
15th inst. There is no doubt that it there 
was a probability of sach a Railwiy as the 
one referred to boing ovostracted, ind that 
it could be ghawn that it could, with safety 
and conveniencs to the passengers, be 

worked in such a manner as to produce a 

reasonable return to the ote and 
sbareholders, such a project would find 
support in the Colony, and L havo 10 doabs 
the necessary capital would te forthooming 
to carry out the acheme, 

As you areaware, the Peak, orrathor I 
should say, “Tho Victoria Gap,” can be 
approached ftom both sides of theistand, 
chiar dict prorn: tbe noe by the steep 
rol jing ‘a 9 Albany, or roun 
Fags tanh Ba 7 and Pok-foo-lup, the 
distance from the Clock Tower by the 
formor -being about 14 mile, and by tho 
latter 5} miles. Consequently in laylng ont 
a Railway,.wnch as the one propood, the 
firat thing to bo decided ts the “route”. 
Mr ‘Alford pro] to carry his line round 
on tho West side of the Inland, commencing 
at the Too Honse in Qaeon's Rost, anc 

olng Eset for the length of about 3,350 
foot, thon reversing westwards and gradually 
climbing up the hill sides on th: North, 
Wert and South sides of the Island, till be 
arrives at # point on the Southernslope of 
the hill, some 60 fect below the “Gap.” 

There are howaver two. other, and I 
venture to think better, routes by which 
itis possible to wake a Rathway to the 
Bungalows on the top of the bills in the 
immediate nelghbourhood of the Peak and 
Mount Gough, The firat ix by wy of the 
Wanchai Gap, commencing at a point near 
the Livery Stables below Kennoly Road, 
and winding gradually up the hill side: 
round by the. Wauchal Gap. (which a 4! 
foot below the Victoria Gap) and the south 
side of Mount Gough, to o terminal Hill 
Station on tho Government Ground near 
Iunisfallon and the junction of the 
Mount Gough and the Aberdeen Now 
Roads. This line would be about 8.80 
miles {n length, with a tunnel under the 
Wanchai Gap 350 yards long, The Hill 
Btation has the advantage of being in the 
more immediate neighbourhood of the ex- 
isting Bungalows, and also those portions 
of the hills on which any future Bangslowe 
will be erected—Goveroment having an- 
nounced that no more buildings will be 
pertaltted to be ereated within thedrainage 
area of the Pokfoolum Reservoir. Aoother 
advantage that this line would hare, is the 
foct that it would in all probability be of 

rent use and be extenalvely used by the 

illtary Authorities in oonyeylog troops 
and stores to and from the lige new 
barracks, and sanifarium éo., they are 
abont to ercot at the top end of the Abor- 
deen Valloy and near the suggested outlet 
of the tunnel referred to, 

‘The sooond Hne is-one for which plans 
and estimates have slresdy been prepared, 
and is a diroct line or incline ap tho valley 
on the North alde of the faland to the 
Victoria Gap. The datailed partlcalara of 
these two projects, and their relative ad- 
vantages to each other, I hope to publish 
tn a short time, as oon as some "Workin; 
Me in connestlon with the "Direot’ 
Hine hall have arrived from home, and 
which aro expeoted here in the tourae of 
one or two monthy. . 

Having therefore given some litile time 
and thonght to this subject, I hope I may 
not be thought presumptuous io pointing

I, LINE OF RAILWAY AND CONSTRUCTION. 
The requisite works on such a line as the 
one proposed, would be exceedingly heavy 
and expensive, owing to the nature and 
configuration of the ground, ample provi- 
sion baying to be made to disvbargo, with- 
out injury to the. works, cuttiogsand om: 
bankments, the wators of the hovy and 
fooessant rainstorms wo have here during 
"the ralpy seagon, The proposed railway 
will, for mont of ita length, have to be oon- 
ttruoted on the sides ¢f exceedingly stood 


aud precipitous hills, which in some places | ( 


are almost perpendicular, with larje masses 
of “abeet”’ granite cropping out, rendering 
the cutting of even a small track, 12-inches 
in width,:a-work of very great difficulty 
and expense.

£4,000 to £39,000 per mile. 

By having a Narrow Gauge Railway the 
cost of noch Railway is very considerably 
reduced, the working expenses being also 
munch loss, and what is of great importance 
in a plece like “Hongkong, the Narrow 
Gauge, allows of sharp curves, by which 
the contour linesof the bills oan be followed 
thus io ciost cases avoiding tunnels, large 
bridges, heavy earthworks, and reteinl g 
walla, do., which with the Standard Gauge 
are Inevitable. 

Mr Alford states his ‘' Ruling-Gradient” 
tobe lin !9 Such being the osse, some 
portions of the line must necessarily be of 
an easier gradient than the ‘Ruling 
Gradient,” and the other portions mach 
steeper than 1 in 19, The “ Maximum” 
orsteepest gradient determines the weight 
and size of the locomotive to be used, as 
woll a8 the welght of tho rails, do.

As to the ‘*Goods” referred to by Mr 
Alford, snd which are to bring in $70 por 
diem, 1 cannot {imagine where the ssid 
goods”? are to come-from, or what-they 
would consist of—whether, food, wines, 
fnrniture, or building materials. Whatever 
they may be, however, I thlok with all re- 
upect they will never realize a return of $70 
per diem, even were several Bungalows in 
course, of conatraction at the eame time, 
for, besides being inconyonient and ex- 
peusive to the contractors, they would have 
to engage two gangs of coolies, one to con- 
vey the materials through the city to the 
Ice House Tertitiftie-and load the tracks, 
and another to unload and catry the goods 
from the Gap Station to the site of the 
work, all of which work is now done by 
one gang, who carry tho material direct. 
The providing of requisite additional accom- 
modation for goods traffic would be neces- 
sary, and svould involve a considerable 
amount of- extra: Railway plant, sidings, 
sheds, weighing,machines, turntable, &., 
that almost makes the thiag impossible. 
Contequently 1 have not facluded goods 
traffic fa the following returns, Kven on 
the Woosubg Railway, which was well 
adapted for *‘ goods traffic,” no goods were 
carried. 

We now come to the Ruropean passenger 
traffic. There are altogether 26 Rosidences 
on tho top of the hill (in¢luding the Signal 
Station).

RAPID TRANSIT TO THE GAP. 
To the Rditor of the “ Carma Mai,” 
Hongkong, July 23. 

Stn,—It you bave not already closed your 
columns to communications from nor- 
feasional outsidera on the above subject, 
perhaps you will find room for some parti- 
evlars which I have in my po on, 
regarding “the moat improved winding-op 
systems of passenger railways” such a8 are 
referred to by your correspondent ‘“Ex- 
eclslor.” Those of your readers, who hare 
been fn San Francisco wilt have-seon, and 
probably travelled in the Oalifornia Street 
Railroad, worked on this plan, which was 
opened in January 1878, 

“Tho value of this grand improvement 
to the ¢'ty,” the report from which 1 quote 
says, ‘is incalculable, affording, as it doca, 
fagilltiea for intertransit from thy business 
portion of the clty to our most desirable 
residence localities, the values of which 
bavo already appreciated, in many caaes one 
bundred per cent.; and to the enginsering 
profession, as presenting the solntion of 
many untried mechanical appliances. The 
road crosses two ra ges of hills, and betweon 
them, the engines and driving machinery 


are placed, There are two engines cf Livertegrrenpondent’s violence, 


hundred horse-power cach, and they aro a 
arranged that sither can be used, or both at 
ones, if required. The total distance run 


is three miles, and the cable, mado of flexr- |. 


idle steol wire, one and-a-quarter inches in 
dlameter, is in two parts, cach nine thou- 
sand feet long, weighing forty thousand 
pounds, ...The fare-forihe round trip infive 
cents.” 

In regard to the Stutéer Street Railroad, 
ft is said —The cars of this line are 
drawn over the steep grades of Stutter 
Street by an endloss wire cable, which is 
worked by two engines of forty horae-power 
each ; cars are transferrod from cable to 
borse-power, so as to obviate tho necessity 
of changing cars at the termini of the cable, 
but the Company intended to operate the 
ontire line by c ible, which had proved much 
super to horses, both for economy and 
pred.” 

The Clay Street Railroad was oonatrocted 
in 1873, and is the pioneer road in the use 
of the '‘undless wire cable!” The road 
¢ommencos ot \ Jay and Kearuy Stroot, and 
extends a distancs of about one mile, the 
oats being drawn by attaching thems -lvos 
to the underground cabe, which runs tie 
entire distance. The ‘grades average about 
fifteen foot in evory one hundred. On the 
top of thu hill are two stationary ateam- 
engines of one huodred and twelve horse 
power, only one of whiob ia used, tho other 
beiny held in resorve in case of accidents or 
other necessities” ‘Tho enginas wind the 
cable up one track and down the other, like 
wiuding dotton thread round a reel. The 
oars move gently, steadily and smoothly, 
snd the only noise heard iss slight rambling 
ander-ground made by the cable, This cable 
is of ateo! wire, three inohes in circumfer- 
ence, and as the length of the incline ia over 
five thousand fest, tho cable is about two 
miles long, and weighs eight tons, 

Should there be doubt as to the 
adaptability of this of rapid transit to 
rep! the presont-expeaslve and labor- 
ious way of gutting

Only about forty of 
those on board wore rescued, many having 
perished. A public ferry-boat started to 
cross the river, but owing to the violonce 
of tho wind the sail could not be lowered. 
It was instantly upset, and many pas- 
sengers were drowned. At tho salt-junk 
anchorage near Shih Erh Wei a jank, which 
had just finished loading, sank, owing to 
the heavy cargo The country people say 
that early on the 4th instant they enw two 
dragons, o black and 2 white one, gambolt 
ing at tho South-oaat bend ofthe rivor. A 
short time after heavy rain fell ond violent 
wind aroso, Tho above omen, they say, 
presaged misfortone. It is also reported 
that. a house bont was caught in the hur- 
ricane on the Grand Canal at a placo called 
Chiu Lung Ch'ino and upset, Tho people 
on shore seeing the accident, hurried to 
the spot and rescued eight fersons, who 
were well cared for and supplied with food. 
The bont was then dragged to shore, when 
it was discovered that thero wore still five 
men in the hold, not one of whom, not 
withstanding the length of time they had 
been in the water, had perished.

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THE FLOODS Af CANTON. 

(Translated for Shaztghai Courier.) 

The Shen Pao gives a more complete 
account then has been received from 
other sources of the late disastrous floods 
in the neighbourhood of Qanton, The 
embankments known as the Liang-tso 
Wei, in tho Panyu District, protect 
morg than ninety villages, and have 
always been considered perfectly secure, 
At the beginning of last month, how- 
ever, it became apparent from the height 
and violence of the wator that there was 
imminent danger of a breach occurring. 
The alarm was thoreforo sounded by 
beating gongs, and, ts bound by thé 
traditional law of the place, every man 
from sixteen years of age, rich and poor, 
alike tarned out to givo his assistance, 
But in spite of their strenuous efforts a 
gap was made in the bank thirteen hun- 
dred feet long, which they wero una’ lo 
to stop, Thay succecded, however, in 
preserving about thirty por cont of their 
land, The damage done at Tamshui, 
the District at the junction of the Wost 
and North Rivers, is reported as being 
still more serious, A very large number 
of people there have been rendered home 
less and destitute. A subscription was 
commenced at Canton, headed by the 
Governor-General with a donation of Taels 
four thousand. Other high officials also 
gave large sums, oa has already beon ro- 
ported. In three days, the total amounted 
to more than thirty thousand Tacls, and 
money has since becn coming in steadily. 
Tho yroatest amount of suffering bas 
occarred in Tsung-bwa District ; next in 
Samebui; noxt in Pun-yu and Shuv-to, 
{t has since been learnt that thero have 
also been severe foods in parta of Shao. 
ching Fu (about ono hundred miles up 
the West River), namely in tho districts 
of Ssu-hui, Kao-yao, Kao-ming, and Sin- 
hing, where a number of people are left 
without food. The Shao-ching people 
despatched one of tho local gentry to 
Canton to make an uppeal to the Gover- 
nor-General, and to beg for help from 
the charitable eocistics. Tho Governor- 
General, in reply to the petition present- 


ed to him, said that he had not yet { 


received any report of these floods from 


tho local Magistrates ; but in the case of ' 
Bsu-hui the circumstances appeared s0 : 


distrossing that ho would order a deputy 


to be despatched at onco to coiiporato with | 
the Magistrate in relioving the sufferers. | 
Bhortly afterwards tho chuir of the Com- |

Tho Commissioner re- 
plied to them that on recciving intel- 
ligonce from the Magistrate thore he had 
already despatched an officer with funde 
to the spot, that he would now sond a 
second, and would take stops to have it 
ascertained whether it would bo neccs- 
sary to postpone the collection of tho 
land tax or remit it altogether, On the 
26th and 27th of May the western part 
of the city of Canton was flooded to a 
depth of tnore than a foot. The number 
of the people moving in consequence 
with their furniture, gavo a great op- 
portunity for the commission of robberies 
in tho streets, The Governor-Goneral 
has ordered the distribution of relief to 
. be undertaken by the Canton Charitable 
Society. The;managers of the Socioty 
objected that the work was beyond their 
power ; but the Governor-General press- 
ed it on them in order to prevent tho 
money passing through tho hands of 
yamen clerka and servants, who would 
assuredly steal a large portion, and he 
promised the Society whatsoever help it 
might require on the part of the officials.

It is also a fundamental priaciple of 
Chinese policy to discourage the forma- 
tion_of amilitary body- possessing addi- 
tion to physical prowess the trained 
mental abilities and knowledge possessed 
by European officers, China at various

THE SILVER YEN. 
(Japan Gazette.) 

The annilal trade reports issucd by 
H. B. M. Consuls in. Japan, ara docu- 
ments of considerable value containing 
few errors of commission though doubt- 
less they are not free from o charge of 
errors of omission. Each of two of the 
reports for the, year 1870 recently pub- 
lished, contains a paragraph of similar 
tenor which scems to require some ex- 
planation and possibly correction. 

x Acting Consul Dohmen says:— 
“The Japanese silver yen has since the 
19th Soptember last been accepted by 
tho foreign banks op ‘a par with the 
Mexicow dollar, and has virtually ex- 
pelled the latter from circulation in this 
country.” 
says :-—“ Under an arrangement entered 
into by the Japanese government which 
guaranteed that this eoin should be 
maintained wt its present: standard of 
weight and fineness, the two principal 
foreign banks—viz. the Oriental Bauk 
and the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
—agreed on the 20th September last to 
accept and pay the yen ns local enrrency 
at par with the Mexican dollar. This 
measure has had the ettect of driving 
out the Mexican dlutlar from circulation 
here and at other ports in Japan.” ‘The 
consular view of the silver yen transoc- 
tion of September last is evidently form- 
ed after consultation held with the 
bankers mentioned, because it is entirely 
at variance with the facts, and in op- 
position to the opinions of the merchants 
whose judgment upon matters of this 
sort is to be preferred to that of in- 
terested parties, ‘he cireumstances 
connected with the circulation ot the 
silver yen at par with the dollar are 
well known. ‘fwo banks here, upon 
their own responsibility and withont 
eousultation with their principal con- 
stituents, ventured to declare their will- 
ingness to accept the silver yen at par 
with the Mexican dollar. A week or 
two later, une of those banks endea- 
voured to obtain the cudursement of its 
constituents to the measure, but, we be- 
lieve, in most instances the leading 
merchants declined to commit them- 
selves in that respect. The silver yen 
‘not being curreat in Hongkong there is 
rractically no outlet for it, and the 
nunkers’ quotations for local exchange 
have suthciently shown .that the loss 
inseparable from Ajecie remittances of

the merchants: in plain words, the 
action of the two banks in question is an 
experiment carried on at the expense of 
furcign trade. ° This view of the position 
is supported by the now admitted facts 
that the yen is but the recoinage of the 
Mexican dollar or its equivalent ; and 
that when coined the yen has to be re- 
duced to the equivalent value of the 
dollar by an adjustment of exchange. 
The cost of mintage is uw losy incurred by 


und the cott of re-mintage, as we may 
term thé subsequent reduction by pro- 
cess of exchange to an equivalent with 
the dollar, is the tax nye their regular 
operations, the result of which is necess- 
arily remittauce, of which foreign 
merchants have every right to complain. 
Can the banks deny that their action in 
in rébard to the yen Las had a material 
effect upon foreign exchange? Or that 
the loss falls upon their constituents and 
not upon themselves? 

lt is dithenlt to understand what is 
intended to be conveyed in the words 
“expelled” and “driven out” the Me- 
xican dollar trom circulation, ‘Those 
persons who have dollars will not ex- 
change them for silver yen without a 
consideration, nor will the banks do so. 
The dollar cireulates here much more 
readily than the yen, and its apprecia- 
tivn iy shuwa by uo premium of one-hulf 
to one per cent, Remittance being the 
end of all mercantile! transactions it 
follows, us 8 matter of course, thet when 
yen arc remitted from here they must 
be equalised with tho dollar; conse- 
quently, though the yen bas nominally 
expelled the dollar from circulation, the 
dollar still continues to be the only coin 
of account and actuality. If, as we 
have observed on several occasions, 
Japan were a silver producing state, or 
ifthe trade of China eduld be carried 
on with coin made in Osaka at the cost 
of tho bullion holders, then there would 
be good grounds for the acceptance of 
the yen. But Japan produces no silver; 
aud as the trade of China is really 
conducted upun a bullion basis, all coins 
being reduced to the level of sycee, it is 
not probable that the resources of the 
mint will be availed of to any extent for 
the requirements of that country. The 
circulation of the yen, aud its. replace- 
ment of the Mexican dollar, may truth- 
fully be said to depend entirely upon the 
duration of tho vanity which leads, the 
government of Japan to attempt to sup-
